Washington, March 24.—EKugene 
V. Debs, socialist leader, serving a 
term in Atlanta penitentiary, made 
a plea fof clemency to Attorney- 
General Daugherty in person 
Thursday. 

Debs left the prison and came 
here alone, without guard or es- 
cort, and returned the same way. 
Records of the department of jus- 
tice do not disclose a similar in- 
cident, 

The whole proceeding was under 
instructions from Daugherty, to 
which President Harding had giv- 
en his approval.

TALE OF MURDER 
AND SERVITUDE 
TOLD BY NEGRO 


Says Jasper County Man 

Held Negroes in Peon- 
age and Caused Many 
‘Deaths. 


NEWTON GRAND JURY 
HOLDS JOHN WILLIAMS 


Alleged Accomplice Says 
Eleven Negroes Were 
Killed to Prevent In- 


forming. 


Sensational disclosures of alleged 
peonage and killing in Jasper coun- 


ty mark the seqguel to recent dis- 
coveries of dead bodies of negroes 
mysteriously chained and weighted 
in Yellow river, near Covington. 

Operation of a large plantation 
In Jasper county by negroes held 
in peonage; maintenance of a guord 
over the blacks with the ald of a 
member of their race: an organized 
rule by which plantation vt orkers 
were held in servitude. and the 
systematic slaving of all who were 
feared as possible informers fea- 
tured the revelations made within 
Fulton tower Thursday by Clyde 
Manning, a Jasper county negro. 

Despatches from Covington con- 
tain the information that John Wi!- 
liams, a wealthy farmer of Jasper 
county, was Thursday afternoon held 
under a charge of murder by the 
grand jury meeting in that town. 
Jointly indicted with the planta- 
tion owner is the negro, Clyde 
Manning, by whom the -confession 
was made, and who is held for safe 
keeping in the Atlanta jail. 

Confessean to Officers. 

The confession, it is said, was 
made earlier in the day to Deputy 
Sheriff Johnson, of Covington, by 
whom the negro was brought to At- 
lanta. Williams is in the Newton 
county jail. Both white man and 
black are held without bond. As 
a material witness in connection 
with the murder case, Clyde Free- 
man, a negro understood to have 
been connected with Williams’ al- 
leged establishment In Jasper coun- 
ty. is also held in the Fulton tower. 

That eleven negroes met death 
at the hands of Williams and him- 
self was a statement in the alleged 
confessions the negro Manning. 
He declarednat he helped Wil- 
liams kill th@ men, six of whom 
were thrown into the Yellow river. 
chained and weighted, and five of 
whom were killed by other methods 
and buried. 

In his confession. the negro is 
said to have represented himself as 
not only the accomplice, but the 
confidante of Williams. He stated 
that Williams would come to him 
Prior to a killing and say, “Tilyde. 
I'm scared of that negro,” meaning 
that he considered the black indi- 
cated a possible informer, and con- 
sidered it best that he should be 
killed for the safety of himself. 

Federal Probe. 

A federal investigation of peon- 
age is being conducted in various 
Georgia counties by United States 
District Attorney Hooper Alexan- 
der. The federal grand jury will meet 
on ADPril 4, and the government ts 
Preparing to tay cases before that 
body for consideration, as a result 
of discoveries made by department

At the final meeting this after- 
noon, resolutions were adopted call- 
ing upon the legislature to make 


an appropriation for the benefit of 
educational institutions. The reso- 


lutions were adopted calling for a 
campaign of advertising throughout 
the state for the benefit of the 
bankers. Votes Wwere cast favoring 
the expenditure of approximately 
$50,000 for this latter purpose. 

Officers of the Georgia Bankers’ 
association, of which Courtney 
Thorpe, a Savannah banker, was 
chosen president, were elected dur- 
in@“the afternoon. 

In his talk before the bankers, 
Mr. Martin expressed the opinion 
that readjustment of business con- 
ditions and upturnd in the cotton 
situation will not require any great 
length of time. He urged banks 
to advertise in an’effort to stimu- 
late business during the latter part 
of the readjustment period. 

“The present price of cotton,” Mr. 
Martin said, “will deter many farm- 
ers from planting the staple this 
year, and this curtailment of acre- 
age will serve naturally to keep 
the price from going lower, and 
indeed, will no doubt raise it. and 
make the bankers’ security better 
than it is at present. Besides, wé 
must take into consideration the 
fact that the world needs cotton, 
and the law of supply and demand 
is bound té6 resume fundamental! 
control of the prices.” 

Executive Conferencen, 

Today's session followed execu- 
tive conferences’ Wednesday night 
of both the Georgia Bankers’ and 


the Country Bankers’ associations,?their function to determine

SAYS BOLSHEVISM 
S LABOR’S ENEMY 


Russ Labor Leader Ar- 
rives in U. S. With Mes- 
sage From Workers in 


Bolshevist+Ruled Land.

New York, March 24.—George B. 
Stroomflio, a Russian labor leader, 
who arrived in the United States 
this week and conferred esterday 
with Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 


tonight issued a statement regard- 


ing present conditions in his cou 
try. He quoted Mr. Gompers as up- 
holding the position taken by Rus- 
sian labor against bolshevism and 
promising that Stroomillo’s arg < 
ments about the distressing expe- 
riences of working men and peas- 
ants would be distributed through~ 
sut this country for the information 
of American labor. 

Mr. Gompers, the Russian labor 
leader said, authorized him to say 
“that the labor movement in_ the 
United States would not give coun- 
tenance to bolshevism, either in 
this country or Russia and that the 
labor movement stood for the rigl.t 
of the Russian people to exercise 
their 
form of government.” 

Stroomillo ¥ a. member of the 
board of trade unions of metal 
workers of the Perm district and 
was delegated by the trade unions 
of Ural to proceed to other coun- 
tries for the purpose of-warning la- 
bor against bolshevist principles. 

Brings Statistics. 

Equipped with statistics concern- 
ing the destruction of Russia's i..- 
dustries, transport and, agriculture 
under the bolshevist regime, he said 
he.is prepared to show “that the 
conditions of the working men u. 
der the bolshevist dictatorship of 
the system of militarization of lavor 
are even worse than those of the 
peasants. While the greater part of 
the Russian peasantry, spread over 
an immense territory, is out of 
reach of the bolshevist dictatorship 
and is able at least to live its own 
life. the Russian working class as a 
whole is the Immediate sufferer un- 
der the bolghevist regime.”

ing.”’ | : 
Wents All Evidénce. 

Every bit: of evidence that will 
throw light on any. phase of the 
police department-bunco syndicate 
scandal will be welcomed when the 
special committee of general coun: 
cil begins its investigations. This 
was the declaration made Thursday 
by Councilman Walter A. Sims. 
chairman of the committee. 

If the scandal in all its ramifi- 


cations reachegfout and touches po: 
lice commissi@mers. who supervise 
the police department, the commis- 
sioners will be brought under the 
committee searchlight. If it in- 
volves members of counc!!. who elect 
police commissioners, testimony in 
that regard will be welcomed. 
Wherever the scandal touches the 
city government, its truth or falsi- 
ty will be impartially and exhaus- 
tively investigated, ite@s assured. 

“The resolution authorizing the in- 
os provides for an inquiry 
into the police department.” said 
CouncHiiman Sims, “but I do not 
think that it was the spirit of the 
resolution to provide for investiga- 
tion of the conduct of members of 
the police force alone.: It is my be- 
lief that the committee should 4x- 
tend its investigation to everything 
and everybody that might affect the 
police department in this matter.” 

Common Ground. 

On this one point both Solicitor 
General John A. Boykin,and Chief 
of Detectives Lamar Poole, princi- 
pal figures in the maze of charges 
and counter charges brought about 
by the expose of the operations of 
Floyd Woodward's bunco band, met 
on common ground.

Maze of Charges. 

In the maze of charges. counter 
charges and stirring incidents, 
which marked the day's progress of 
the confidence syndicate scandal,’ 
these facts stood out. 

Aldine Chambers, former police 
commissioner, who is recognized as 
a leader in the.political faction 
supporting the Poole administra- 
tien of the detective department, 
made an effort to have a federal 


investigation of .the Atlanta scan- 
dail. He wrote a four-page, type- 


written communication to W. J. 
Neagle, assistant attorney-genera) of 
the United States, outlining the At- 
lanta situation and urging an in- 
quiry by the department of justice. 

(On the other hand, he got but 
cold encéuragement from the At- 
lanta representatives of that de- 
partment. He was told by Vincent 
Hughes, in charge of department of 
justice work in the southeastern di- 
vision, that theré was no method by 
which the department could interest 
itself in the Atlanta affair.

Envelope 
Found. 


Dr. Wilmer Thursday night ex- 
plained that he told the grand jury 
that he had lost the envelope giv- 
ing Woodward's address, and his 
furnishing this address before the 
women’s meeting in the afternoon 
was the result of having found it. 

“I had misplaced the envelope, 
and thought it was gone,” said Dr. 
Wilmer. “However, I instructed 
my sexton to make a careful search 
and he found it in my study. 

“The statement was dated Feb- 
ruaray 21, as I told.the grand jury. 
The postmark showed that the let- 
ter was mailed at San Diego on 
March 1. I received it March 6. I 
know nothing of the dates on the 


letter handed to Chief Beavers.” 
Gaming Must Go. 


Dr. Wilmer, introduced to the 
woman’s gathering Thursday aft- 
ernoon by Mrs. Rogers Winter, 
chairman of the citizenship com- 
mittee of the Woman’s club, be- 
gan by stating that ail gambling 
in any form in Atlanta must go. 
He said that there were three 
things responsible for gaming: 

First—Indifference of citizens to 
city government. Dr. Witmer 
stated that no moral and spiritual 
germs can live in the light of pub- 
licity. ; 

Second—Gambling in all classes 
of society. It is unfair, he said, to 
arrest and convict negroes caught 
in crap games in back alleys and 
allow women’ in their Peachtree 
street homes to gamble for money 
and prizes. He further charged 
under this head that women some- 
times expected more money for 
dress and amusement than their 
husbands made. Also, that men were 
so busy making money honestly in 
many instances in order to supply 
their wives with luxuries that they 
did not have time to take proper 
nterest in the outcome of a mu- 
icipal election. : 

Evils of Fee System. 

Third—The fee system. ‘“Wood- 
ward’s charges illustrate the evils 
of the fee system,” he said. “Can 
human nature withstand tempta- 
tion offered by the fee system? 
The state, in effect, bribes officers 
when it. gives them fees, and un- 
der the system perip~dic fines are 
merely licenses for future break- 
ing of the law. When criminals 
are sent to the penitentiary instead 
of being allowed to pay fines, 
crimes will cease. Do you expect 
the judge or the solicitor to do this 
and get nothing out of it? 

“There are two ways in which 
the city government can be clean: 
By abolition of the police board, 
and by abolishing the fee system. 
In regard to the police board, there 
are only two types who want to be 
on it: One, the idealist, and he 1s 
generally at work on something 
else; the other, the man who wants 
to get on there to help somebody 
else. I don’t see why any man 
wants to be on that board: it isn’t 
any good and it ought to be abol- 
ished, 


One Police Head. 
“The entire law enforcement body 


ought to be directly under the po- 
lice chief and he should be made 
entirely responsible for the conduct 
of the men under him.” 

Following this statement, Dr. 
Wilmer told for the first time of 
circumstances surrounding his re- 
ceipt of the Fioyd Woodward let- 
ter: 

"J received a very thick letter, 
postmarked San Diego, Cal., March 
6. The postoffice in Atlanta said 
that it cost 12 cents to carry it 
from California to Atlanta. There 
was a 2-cent stamp on it and it 
cost me 10 more cents to get it. I 
opened the letter and read it. It 
is a copy of the Floyd Woodward 


letter that has been published in 
the papers. It was accompanied 
by a personal letter from - Floyd 
Woodward to me, in which he said 
he had sent copies to his mother 
and his. wife. 

“When I read the letter I de- 


cided that the responsibility of hav- 
ing such a letter was very great. 
It made a large number of serious 
charges against an official who had 
mdde charges against other offi- 
clals. After thinking the mat- 
ter over carefully, I determined 
to call into conference with me on 
the letter four reputable citizens of 
Atlanta. They are Maryin Under- 
wood, Marion Jackson, Dr. M. Ash- 
by Jones and Dr. Plato Durham. 
These conferences were confiden- 
tial. 
Public Committee. 

“They accepted, and after read- 
ing the letter and giving thought 
to the situation, these men and I 
decided that the thing to do was 
to get a committee of public- 
spirited men to go into this matter 
to ferret out these charges, to de- 
termine whether or not they were 
true and to act after they had veri- 
fied the charges one way or the 
other. 


“We had decided to get some such 
man as, say, Frank M, Inman, as 
chairman, utterly unbiased politi- 
cally, whose view would be clear, 
and who is absolutely honest. But 
before we could do this, the bomb 
exploded. Last Saturday night, Mrs. 
Boykin called me on the phone and 
asked if she and Mr. Boykin could 
come over that evening. I prompt- 
ly said, ‘Yes, come on over between 
9 and 10 o’clock.’ Mr. and Mrs. 
Boykin came to my house, and Mr. 
Boykin immediately broached the 
subject. Mr. Boykin stated that he 
understood that a letter purporting 
to be from Floyd Woodward and 
making attacks on his (Boykin’s) 
character, was in-my possession. 

“I was greatly surprised at tnis. 
I told him that I had such a letter. 
He asked me to let him see it and 
I asked to confer with those I had 
taken into my confidence. He 
then stated that, as he thought 
as he was prosecuting the case 
he had a right to Know wha 
attack had been made on him. 
As iong as I had taken these other 
gentlemen to share my responsibil- 
ity of the letter, I decided to advise 
with them about wre! Mr. Boykin 
see it. I stepped to the telephone 
and called one of them. He stated 
that, in all justice to Mr. Boykin, 
he should know the charges. I 
shcwed Mr. Boykin the letter; he 
asked me to let him take it home. 
I refused. He got what references 
he wanted out of it and I still kept 
the letter.” 

Middle Ground. 

Dr. Wilmer then urged on the 
women the advisability of taking a 
middle ground in the controversy, 
as charges and counter charges had 
been made. He said that all charges 
must be proved or disproved before 
they should give their final verdict; 
that they should assume the role of 
judge in the matter, waiting until 
both sides®tof the entire matter had 
been threshed out and then to praise 
and condemn according to the evi- 
cence submitted. 

Several of the women signified 
their desire to question the minis- 
ter, who granted the privilege. 

The first questioner said: 

“I have been informed by a man 
that certain secret organizations 
nave control of the city government 
in Atlanta. Is it true that the 
Twelve-Twenty club dominates city 
politics?” 

Scores Organizations. 


The doctor said: 

“It is an organization designed to 
deny Catholic citizens their right to 
hold office. An organization of this 
nature is unnecessary in free Amer- 
ca. I believe in the complete separa- 
tion of church and state. Are we in 
this enlightened age going to at- 
tempt to deny Catholics rights that 
our forefathers fought for and upon 
which our government is founded: 
the right of free speech and reli- 
gious liberty? We are not.” 

Then Dr. Wilmer was asked about 
the Ku Klux Klan. 

“In my opinion, the Ku Klux Klan 
is even worse,” he said. “It ig a 
secret body which, its officers state, 
is organized to enforce law and or- 
der. Any secret body formed for 
that purpose will end in being used 
for private revenge. I would iike 
to talk to you ladies on this subject 
when I have time. It is a question 
that has the support of the best tra- 
ditions of the old sguth, But the or- 
ganization is being ‘misused. I am 
saying this, though I do not doubt 
wee some of your husbands belong 
to 2) R 
Explains Reasons. 

In explaining his declared reasons 
for not wanting to be on the police 
board, Dr. Wilmer stated that the 
men wére not paid any consideration 
for their services. Just as he was 
leaving the room one of the women 
said: “Wait just a minute, Dr. Wil- 
mer. Here is Mrs. Chief Beavers and 
She says that she understood that 
the police commissioners get $25 per 
month.”, 

“I amy sure that the police com- 
missioners do not get a_ penny,” 
said thé woman .just.in front of 


Mrs. Beavers, “because my husband 
is a commissioner and he never gets 
anything.” 

r. Wilmer joined in the laugh- 
ter which followed the disclosure 
that Mrs. Beavers and Mrs.- Frank 
McMurray were present and had lis- 
tened with much interest to every- 
thing that had been said. 

General Discussion. 

After the talk by Dr. Wilmer, a 

enera] discussion of the situation 
oliowed. Mrs. 
the citizenship committee, pointed 
out the policy of the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s club, which is non-partisan and 
non-political. 

“Tire Woman's club is not a poiit- 
ical organization,” said Mrs. Winter. 
“There are other organizations in 
Atlanta, such as the e of 
Women Voters, which are political 
and can take a definite stand for or 
against any political mere, but any 
ecceammittee of the club . take a 
stand for a better government.

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U.S. SEERSRELEASE 
OF TWO AMERICANS 


Hughes Plans Steps to 
Aid Men Who Attempt- 
ed to Kidnap Bergdoll in 
Germany. 


Washington, March 24.—Secretary 
of State Hughes within a day or so 
will advise Secretary of War Weeks 
what should be done to obtain the 
release of two Americans from a 
German prison, and the custody of 
Grover. Cleveland Bergdoll. 

Bergdoll, wealthy draft dodger, is 
a fugitive in Germany. The two 
Americans, Frank Zimmer and Carl 
Nuef, were sentenced to terms of 
imprisonment in a German court 
after they had made an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to kidnap Bergdoll and 
deliver him to American military 
authorities on the Rhine. 

Secretary Weeks’ asked Hughes’ 
advice, at the same time furnish- 
ing him with all information bear- 
ing on the affair. Weeks said he 
wanted information as to the in- 


ternational aspects, which are com- 
plicated by the fact that America 
and Germany technically are at 
war, and by the fact that no avenue 
of communication between the two 
governments exists, except mili- 
tary. 

' Meantime, Major General Allen, 
commanding the American forces of 
occupation, is under instructions to 
do everything possible to obtain 
release of Zimmer and Nuef, and 
delivery of Bergdoll. Representa- 
tions already have been made to 
the German government through 
Allen, and these will be renewed. 
Previously, Germany replied that 
the central government could not 
interfere with judicial processes, 
and indicated the request for the 
liberation of Zimmer and Neuf 
would be regarded favorably after 
the local court acted.

Revolution Spreading. 

“The pitiful condition to which 
bolshevism has brought Russia re- 
sulted in the upheaval against the 
bolshevist tyranny, which we wit- 
nessed recently in the very heart of 
Russia, in Kronstadt, Petrograd and 
Moscow. Once more the bolshevist 
tyrants have succeeded in drown- 
ing in blood the revolt of the Rus- 
sian people against them. But the 
revolution against the bolshevist 
power is not confined to Kronstadt, 
Petrograd and Moscow alone. It is 
spread all over Russia. What we 
witness today is only a temporary 
victory of bolshevism in the center 
of Russia. As the result, the bol- 
shevist regime may last a few 
months longer, but its end is well 
at hand. 

“The Russian working class shares 
the gratitude which all the Russian 
people feel toward the people and 
the government of the United States 
for their policy of unselfish friend- 
ship toward Russia. The Russian 
people will never forget the Amer- 
ican uncompromising policy toward 
bolshevism and the American en- 
deavor to safeguard the territorial 
integrity of Russia, against the 
policy of dismemberment pursued 
unfortunately by some of Russia's 
former allies.” 

Upholds Hoover. 


The statement by Secretary Hoo- 
ver declaring that the trade treaty 
concluded by the bolsheviki with 
Great Britain is not a trade treaty 
at all, but purely a political move 
on the part of both the bolsheviki 
and the government of Great Brit- 
ain was praised by Mr. Stroomillo. 
He declared Mr. oover correct in 
announcing that the re-establish- 
ment of normal trade intercourse 
with Russia is impossibfe until Rus- 
sia is re-established as a producing 
country. This will be impossible, 
until the bolshevik regime is over- 
thrown and normal political and 
economic conditions are establish- 
ed in Russia.

At Age of 


Aged American Prelate 
Passes to Reward in 
Quiet Peace on Thurs- 
day Morning. 


Baltimore, March 24.—James Car- 
dinal Gibbons, archbishop of Bal- 
timore and primate of the Ameri- 
ean Catholic heirarchy, died at the 
arch-episcopal residence here today 


after a prolonged illness which 
mainly affected his heart. He was 
in his 87th year. 

The end came peacefully at 11:33 
o'clock. 

Cardinal Gibbons, who had been 
showing pronounced signs of im- 
provement in health ever since his 
rc‘urn home about January 1 last, 
from Union Mills, Md., where he was 
taken seriously ill early in Decem- 
ber, suffered a relapse Palm Sun- 
day evening soon after returning 
from an automobile ride. The sud- 
den change of weather, which 
brought unseasonably high temper- 
ature, had a depressing effect on 
him. His fainting spells returned 
and when he was put to bed it was 


realized by those closest to him he 


probably never again would arise. 

Cardinal Gibbons’ physicians said 
repeatedly in the earlier stages of 
his illness that he was sound, or- 
ganically, as could be expected in a 
person of his years, but that he suf- 
fered from the effects of his age 
and from fatirue that resulted from 
the prodigal expenditure of his en- 
ergies in the performance of his du- 
ties as senior prelate of the Catho- 
lic church in this country.

He was suffering from a 
cold, but apparently felt no ill ef- 
fects from the trip and a short time 
afterwards went to Emmittsburg, 
Md., to participate in a religious 
celebration, where he again exhib- 
ited symptoms of weakness. Then, 
in pursuance of a plan for a rest, 
the cardinal went to the home of his 
life-long friends, the Shrivers, at 
Union Mills, Carrol] county, where 
he had spent many of his holidays, 
particularly his birthdays. 

Instead of staying there only a 
few days, as he had originally intend 
ed, it was a full month before his 
medical advisers deemed it prudent 
to permit the journey home. Twice 
duriug his stay at Union Mills he 


| collapsed and so grave was the 


crisis that the last sacraments Were 
administered during the first spell. 


* Frequent Seizures. 


The attacks of weakness which 
first brougnt realization to the car- 
dinal’s household that he was aging 
rapidly began with a cold. While 
preaching at Havre de Grace on 
Sunday, last November 6, after hav- 
ing confirmed 150 children, he sud- 
denly became faint but was able to 
continue his discourse in a few 
moments. These seizures became 
more frequent as time went on and 
usually followed some ovée@r-exertion 
in the line of his diocesan duties. 

Beside the cardinal’s bed stood 
every member of his household, and 
when it was seen that the distin- 
wuished prelate had passed away 
the priests fell to their knees and 
began reciting the prayers for the 
dead. 

Telezrams were at once sent to 
Pope Benedict at Rome, Monsignor 
John Bonzano, apostolic delegate at 
Washington, and to every prelate of 
the American Catholic heirarchy, 
more than a hundred in number, in- 
forming them of the cardinal’s 
death. 


Funeral on Thursday. 


In the presence of the’ greatest 
assemblage of Roman Catholic dig- 
nitaries ever held in America, James 
Cardinal Gibbons will be laid to rest 
next Thursday in the crypt under 
the sanctuary of the Baltimore ca- 
thedral. The red hat of Cardinal 
Gibbons, symbolical of the office of 
the man who was the second Amer- 
ican cardinal, will be hung on the 
tlirone above the altar, there to re- 
main as long as the edifice itself 
stands. The cardinal’s last resting 
Place will be just opposite and only 
a short step away from that of 
Archbishop John Carroll, the first 
American bishop, and the man who 
selected the site of the cathedral 
ard laid the cornerstone in 1806. 

Following the death of Cardinal

AL TABOR UNIONS 
ATTACKED BY BROWN 


Wage Demands Like Cancer 
on Transportation Systems, 
Says Former Governor. 


Ex-Governor Joseph M. Brown 
haB written the following communi- 
cation on the labor situatino. 

The Constitution submitted the 
cOmmunication toW.C. Carraway, 
president of Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, with the request for a 
Statement in reply, to be published 
With the statement from Governor 
Brow,r. : 

Mr. Carraway returnsthe commu- 
nication to The Constitution with 
the following statement: 

“I thank The Constitution forthe 
fairness which has always charac- 
terized its attitude toward labor, 
in giving us the privilege of an- 
swering this communication along 
with its appearance. 

“I have, however, taken the mat- 
ter up with the officials of the fed- 
eration, both state and locad, and, 
after a conference, we have decided 
that it is best to stand by our for- 
mer expressed attitude and let ex- 
Governor Brown occupy the stage 
all by himself in his attacks on 
union labor. We decline to enter 
into any controversy with him.” 

Governor Brown's Statement. 

“Editor Constitution: The labor 
union cancer, that is what or- 
ganized labor is now prov- 
ing itself te be in Georgia. For 
years it has been making itself, 
often by high-handed and brutal 
methods, a_ self-impose preferred 
creditor in collecting a purdensome 
bonus from the inco of the 
masses Of the pepole. For years it 
has been embodying within itself all 
the elements of a trust; and such, 
in effect, it was adjudged as being 
in a recent decision by the supreme 
court of the United States. For 
years it has been working, coercing 
and fighting to make itself a mo- 
nopoly, and that is what it is yet 
aggressively doing in striving to 
enforce for itself ‘closed shop,’ 
whereby all other laborers would 
be excluded from competition 


the past three 
the workings of 
its ‘standardization of railroad em- 
Ployees’ wages,’ it has shown iteslf 
to be literally a cancer. Under that 
‘standardization’ the Georgia Coast 
and Piedmont raliroad, running 
from Brunswick via Darien up into 
Tattnall county, the Roswell rail- 
road, the Lawrenceville branch rail- 
road, the Gainesville Midland rail- 
road, the Valdosta, Moultrie and 
Western railroad, the Georgia and 
Florida railway and the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic railroad, 
have been required to pay their 
employees the same wages as are 
fixed for the employees of railroads 
running out of New York, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, Boston and other 
enormously populous centers. 
“That which any intellgent person 
might have expected to have hap- 
pened has happened, viz: the above 
named railroads have not been able 
to earn revenue enough to pay their 
operatin expenses, of which the 
extraordinary wages of employees 
were the preponderating factor. 

“In all cases, the employes, al- 
most all of whom are members of, 
or controlled by, ‘organized labor,’ 
refused to agree for their wageg to 
be reduced to such figures as would 
allow the railroads to be operated. 
The first publicly-known develop- 
ment was that the Georgia Coast 
and Piedmont railroad was sold, and 
the purchasers, knowing that they 
could not afford to operate it, dis- 
mantled the property from Bruns- 
wick to Ludowici, selling the roll- 
in stock and also taking up the 
tracks and selling the steel rail, 
crossties, etc. Thus, about seventy 
miles of an operating railroad were 
literally eaten off of the face of the 
state of Georgia by thislabor union 
cancer. And therewith three coun- 
ties, with population aggregating 
more than 30,000, were either partly 
or entirely robbed of railorad trans- 
portation powenkg. 

Could™t Pay Weges. 

“Citizens of Tattnall and Liberty 
counties endeavored to save the 
upper 40 miles of this railroad for 
their use, but have been unable to 
relentlessly-demanded 
wages, hencethis cancer is now al- 
most in the act of eating their trans- 
portation facilities oft the face of 
the state, leaving them, too, in the 
woods. : 

“The same fate is in store for 
each of the railroads I have named 
above, if they be not released from 
paying the standardized wage which 
this labor union cancer declares it 
will have, even though in its process 
of having them it destroys every 
railroad in Georgia, leaving the 
state to depend on its dirt roads for 
the conduct of is transportation. 

“This labor unidn cancer blindly 
and knavishly says it will exact 
these unheard-of wages, whether 
the the roads do or do not earn 
enough to pay them, and coolly and 
insolently adds that the question of 
what a road earns has notihng todo 
with the determination of what con- 
stitutes a fair wage for it to pay its 
employees. I say ‘blindly,’ because 
in destroying a railroad, it is de- 
stroying the source of its own in- 
come: I say ‘knavishly,’ bgécause it 
is doing an inexcusable wrong 
when, for its own selfish temporary 
gain, it callously inflicts an irre- 
parable, permanent damage upon 
tens of thousands of worthy and 
useful people of our state. 

“But this labor union cancer tells 
us thatif it surrenders its usurped 
power to eat the life out of the rail- 
roads of Georgia, it will have to 
make @ like surrender in other 
states, and that hence Georgia's rail- 
roads must be sacrificed On the al- 
tar of its greed. Could Georgia 
and the United States have a more 
convincing object lesson proving 
the necessity for state and national 
laws ordaining the ‘open shop?’ 

“Now, bear in mind just here that 
before labgr unionism fastened its 
stifling clutch on the economic and 
transportation systems of: our coun- 
try, the United States, working in 
the ‘open shop,’ were the marvel of 
the world in railroad development, 
)thousands of miles per annum being 
ofttimes built. And with the build- 
ing of railroads came the settling of 
farmers, the opening of mines, the 
buliding of furnaces, factories, new 
cities, new states. 

“Labor unionism has _ forced a 
transformation scene. Instead of 
further conquering the wilderness, 
instead of bringin other fertile 
fields in contact with those who 
need their products, the energy of 
the brains of our country has to 
spend itself in protecting its crea- 
tions against a self-made enemy, & 
cancer, which, instead of creating 
a new body, fastens itself on a body 
already made, which, instead of cre- 
ating new blood for that body, 
sucks the blood already in that 
body. ; 

“and, as we see in Georgia, that 
enemy (cancer) has not only brought 
a stay to railroad building but— 
what was once unthinkable—is ab- 
solutely wees em railroads out of 
existence, leaving once thriving 
towns in the wilderness, turning the 
clock of progress back toward 
primeval days. It constantly de- 
claims against ‘reaction, yet here 
we seet it, in Georgia, enforcing ‘re- 
action’ in its most deadly form. 


IRereaste in Prices. 


“And this gyri - . 
hypocrisy with greed and coward- 
wg asserts that its fight is for 
‘human rights;’ that it is striving 
for the rights of ‘workers’ against 
the exactions of ‘capitalists. To 
this pretended aim, by connivance 
with vote-seeking politicians, it 
enormously raised the wages of two 
million railroad employees. This 
caused the railroad rates to be 
raised on a hundred million people 
constituting the general public, the 
said increase in rates being for the 
avowed purpose of paying these un- 
precedentedily high wages to the 
railroad employees. Like Increases 
in wages caused the price of coal 
to be enormously increased: and so 
we may run the gamut of everything 
touched by labor unionism. And al! 
these wage increases were asserted 
and defended ‘to meet conditions 
imposed br the war.’ 

“Now that the war is over. price

But rail- 
roai,; employees, coal] miners and 
street car employes practically 
claim to be a preferred class, and 
threaten to fight if their sacred top- 
notch wages be reduced. Street car 
employees have already killed law- 
abiding people—nine in Denver, 
Colo., alone; coal miners in t 
Virginia and Alabama have killed 
more than sixty, and W. M. Martin, 
of Fitzgerald, speaking for the A.., 
B. & A. strikers, publicly says: “We 
must fight to the bitter end.” A 
fight, mind you, which, if they win 
it, means taking up the track of 
upwards of 600 more miles of the 
railroads of Georgia and Alabama. 


“But whom are these 1,500 
strikers going to fight? Is it the 
1,000,000 law-abiding people _ in 
Georgia and Alabama, whose trans- 
portation powers they have impaired, 
Or at local stations paralyzed? 
There are sOme red-blooded fighters 
among that 1,000,000. as Messrs. 
Martin and company will find, if. 
they give them too big a dare. 

“I said above that labor union- 
ism commingled hypocrisy | with 
greed and cowardice! Let me prove 
this. Strikers have never been 
known to kill, or even attack the 
president of a railroad, or street car 
line, or coal mine, or factory, or 
prominent capitalist. Nay, to win 
their fight for pretended human 
rights, they attack and_ «kill or 
wound laboring men and women, 
or unoffending members of the gen- 
eral public, including women and 
children. In Alabama they have 
blown up or shot into more than 
thirty houses in which non-union 
workmen and their families were 
sleeping at night, killing several 
men and one woman: in Atlanta 
they have blown off the foot of one 
young lady passengerin a street car: 
in Nashville, Tenn., they have shot 
through the heart of one young lady 
passenger in. a street car, killing 
her instantly: in New York city they 
have killed one6-year-old boy: in 
Macon, Ga., they have brutally 
whipped a working woman and her 
daughter under their own home roof 
because the two would not strike. I 
can multiply these examples of la- 
bor union criminal cruelty and cow- 
ardice in attacking,only the weak. 

“Now, are the people of Georgia 
going to tolerate any of this kind 
of business bythe labor union em- 
ployees of the A., B. & A. railroad, 
or ofany otherrailroad which they 
have crippled or destroyed ‘to en- 
force’ their extortionate wage scale? 
I trow not. 

“Let me add the following words 
before closing: The labor unions 
have a stereotyped answer to such 
exposures of their acts as I have 
herein referred to, viz: that 1 am 
the enemy of labor, by which they 
really mean ‘labor unions.’ But 
even then the charge is baseless. I 
have time and again said that men 
have as much right to organize a 
labor union as other men have to 
organize a church, or Masonic lodge, 
or farmers’ union. But I have said 
that they have no right to uSe their 
labor union organization as a cloak 
for committing crime. I have open- 
ly condemned the practice of law- 
lessness by labor unions, hence my 
labor union critics logically favor 
lawlessness, with its (their) proven 
process of stabbing, stoning, shoot- 
ing and dynamiting law-abiding 
men, women and children. I believe I 
prefer to stay on the law’s side of 
the fence rather than to get on their 
side of it.

HUFF ACQUITTED 


Wealthy Spalding Planter 
Freed of Liquor Charge. 


A jury in United States district 
court Thursday acquitted Franklin 
Huff, wealthy Spalding county 
farmer, who was charged with dis- 
tilling on a large scale. Huff was 
represented by Judge W. H. Beck, 
of Griffin, and District Attorney Al- 
exander prosecuted the case. 

It developed during the ‘trial that 
Huff’s large plantation had been 
honeycombed with moonshine stills, 
but the defense introduced testimony 
to show that the stills Were oper- 
ated on the farm without the con- 
sent or knowledge of the owner. 

It was shown that the Huff estate 
embraces a large part of Spalding 
county, and that there were many 
secluded spots where stills could be 
secretly operated. Witnesses testi- 
fied that stills had been run _ by 
unknown parties long before Huff 
bought the property. Huff is one of 
the state’s best known.planters. He 
is said to run 28 plows and employ 
100 hands.

EXPLAINS POSITION 


OFA, B.A. CREDITOR 


Attorney Arnold Ceineninsiia 
Entire Time Allotted 
to Hearing. 


Presenting the side of the Bir- 
mingham Trust and Savings compa- 
ny in the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic railway wage case Thurs- 
day, Reuben R. Arnold, attorney for 
the Birmingham banking concern, 
consumed the entire time allotted 
to the hearing of the case by Judge. 
Samuel H. Sibley, in United States 
district court. 

Mr. Arnold appeared for the bank- 
ing concern, a creditor of the road, 
which caused the appointment of a 
receiver through filing of a peti- 
tion sevéral weeks ago alleging that 
the railroad was unable to meet its 
obligations and that. a_ receiver 
should be appointed in order to save 
the line from being junked. 

The speaker addressed the court 
upon a petition filed by the four- 
teen railroad brotherhoods, which 
prayed the court for a revocation 
of an order handed down by Judge 
Sibley authorizing Cotonel B. L. 
Bugg, receiver, to reduce the wages 
of the men by 50 per cent of the 
increases that have been given them 
since the year 1917. It was this re- 
duction, it was claimed, by the 
union men, that caused the strike 
now being waged by the employees 
on that line. 

Officials Cited. 

The receiver and railroad officials 
had been cited by the court to ap- 
pear and answer the brotherhood pe- 
tition, and show cause why the plea 
for a revocation of the wage reduc- 
tion order should not be made. 

Representing the creditor of the 
road, Mr. Arnold, of the firm of Ar- 
nold & Arnold, presented the finan- 
cial condition of the road. He de- 
clared that figures have been shown 
by the receiver and the railroad of- 
ficials establishing the fact that the 
A., B. & A had been-losing money 
steadily since the government, took 
over the operation of the line in 
1918, and that this deficit came to 
a climax during January of this 
year, when losses mounted to the 
om of $138,000. 

he company has 
without a let-up,” declared the at- 
torney, “since it was taken over 
by the government, these losses 
mounting with steady regularity as 
time went on. There seemed to be 
no relief from the mounting deficit 
except through ae reduction of 
wages, which had been increased 
through the United States railroad 
labor board.” 

Relative Wages. 


Mr. Arnold showed the relative 
wages paid,employees of the rail- 
road and efhployees of other indus-- 
tries and said that the burden im- 
posed upon the road by exceedingly 
high wages was too great for the 
struggling line to bear. 

“It came to a question of either 
reducing wages or stopping service 
of this important carrier to hun- 
dreds of thousands of people who 
depend upon it for railroad trans- 
portation,’ said the speaker. 

When Mr. Arnold concluded his 
argument the hearing adjourned. He 
will be followed this afternoon by 
Colonel William Schley Howard, of 
the firm of Branch & Howard, at- 
torneys for the fourteen brother- 
hoods. 

United States District Attorney 
Hooper Alexander will follow Mr. 
Howard with his intervention in 
behalf of the guvernment in the 
matter of the constitutionality of 
section 9 of the Newlands att, 
which has been questioned by the 
railroad attorneys. 

It is expected that the hearing 
will not be concluded until the end 
of the week. 

No Clew in Attempt. 

Although there were reports Wed- 
nesday of another attempted wreck 
of the A., B> & A. at Thalmann, Ga., 
nothing definite as to whether or 
not a clue to the would-be wreckers 
has been obtained. It is understood, 
however, that a determined effort 
is being made to secure evidence 
against the alleged train wreckers, 
and it ig believed that a severe pun- 
ishment' will be meted if they are 
apprehended. 

Receiver Bugg has received orders 
from the United States court to use 
every possible means of protecting 
the railroad under his receivership 
and to make operation of the road 
safe for patrons, and the, power of 
the court, which is unlimited, it is 
declared, is back of Colonel Bugg 
in whatever efforts he may make 
to protect the property of the com- 
pany. 

Reports have been issued show- 
ing that service on the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic has stead- 
ily improved each day as men are 
being trained in greater numbers 
to man engines and run freight and 
passenger trains. The management 
of the road has virtually promised 
a well-nigh normal service within 
the next few days.

WE MUST GET IN. 

An Associated Press dispatch 
from Washington begins with this 
significant statement: 

“How to harmonize domestic poll- 
tics with American trade expansion 
abroad today formed the crux of 


the foreign problems confronting 
the administration.” 

The dispatch called attention to 
the fact that the cabinet meeting 
last Tuesday “developed the real- 
ization that President Harding not 
only must seek to satisfy the fac- 
tions within his party in forming 
his program of world policy, but 
must create a working relation- 
ship with foreign countries that | 
will permit the unhampered devel- 
opment of American overseas 
trade.” 

Further, that— 

“Foreign traders, it was pointed 
out (by Secretaries Hoover and 
Hughes) now are dealing with coun- 
tries where American business is 
inadequately represented because it 
is awaiting a definition of the gov- 


ernment’s relations to the rest of 
the world.” 


This all goes to indicate that 
President Harding has just about 
reached the point where he will 
be compelled to reverse the posi- 
tion taken by Presidential Candid- 
ate Harding when, discussing his 
attitude toward the league of na- 
tions during the campaign last 
summer, he said: “Governor Cox 
is for going in; I am for staying 
out!” 

But even if. he were still for 
“staying out,” the business inter- 
ests and the public sentiment of 
this country would force him in! 

Of course “foreign traders” are 
getting the cream of the commerce 
of which American traders should 
have a share, while our business 
men, and those of Europe and Asia 
who would like to trade with us, 
are “awaiting a definition of the 
(United States) government’s re- 
lations to the rest of the world!” 

And in the meantime our cot- 
ton, wheat, live stock and other 
farm products, our output of mine, 
milj and factory, are a drug on a 
glutted domestic market, crying 
for the accustomed, normal outlet 
to foreign ports! 

It is all because the United 
States, after having contributed 
more than any other single nation 
toward the winning of the war, 
turned its back on its war asso- 
ciates with the cessation of hos- 
tilities, left it to them to finish the 
job, and assumed an attitude of 
aloofness, independence and isola- 
tion. 

With reference to the league of 
nations, this country has only one 
of two things to do—only one of 
two things that it can do: Bither 
to enter the league, and assist in 
working out the peace problems 
of the world on a basis of equality 
with the other inter-dependent na- 
tions, just as we assisted-them so 
gloriously in solving the war 
problem; or, content ourselves 
with domestic hard times and 
commercial and industrial stagna- 
tion! 

The latter 
thinkable. 

Therefore, we must get into 
the league of nations and take 
our rightful place in the broad 
scheme of world development.

Why don’t you tell people to bend 
at the waist? Not fat ones only, but 
everyone. 


About twenty-five years ago I 
read somewhere that if a fat woman 
would tear paper into small pieces 
and throw them on the floor, then 
bend from the waist to pick them 
up, she would get thin, I didn’t tear 
the paper, but I always bend at 
the waist. I am a grandmother, but 
to stand with the palms of my 
hands resting on the floor is as 
easy for me as standing erect. 

I have a free hip action and I 


don’t know whatan abdominal mus- 
cle is. i 


To strengthen my ankles I rise 
on the tips of my toes, and my an- 
kles are strong and slender. I do 
this heel and toe exercise every 
day and have for years. 


When I see young girls with large 
ankles and run-over shoes, and 
think that five minutes a day of 


such exercise would make their an- 
kles strong and slender and make 
them carry thémselves lightly and 
gracefully, as girls should, it seems 
to me that they ought to be taught 
what to do. So I give you my ideas

Dear Governor: We, the undersigned coun- 
ty officials and citizens of Jasper county, 
bave read in the dafly press of the finding 
of the bodies of three negroes in the rivers 
of lower Newton county; these papers also 
stating or intimating that citizens of Jas- 
per county were responsible for this crime. 

Cur spirits revolt at such a terribie crime, 
and if any of our citizens are responsible 
for it, we are not aware of it; furthermore, 
we invite the fullest investigation and 
shall co-operate in every way with federal 
und state authorities in discovering, arrest- 
ing .and punishing the guilty parties, who- 
ever they may

Plans Will Be Perfected 
This Morning to Organ- 
ize Relief Effort in the 
South. 


Plans will be perfected this 
morning, at a meeting to be held 


at the Y. M. C. A. headquarters by 
some of the most prominent south- 
ern churchmen and laymen of va- 
rious denominations, for the or- 
ganization of the relief effort in 


the south in behalf of the China 
famine fund. The laymen and de- 
nominational leaders gathering in 
Atlanta today have been asked to 
undertake the organization of a 
special southern committee, which 
shall have charge of the collection 
of contributions for the relief of 
the starving millions in five Chi- 
nese provinces laid to waste by 
flood, drought and crop failures 
during the past four years. 

Dr. W. B. Beauchamp, head of the 
Methodist centenary movement, is- 
sued the call for the meeting at the 
request of Thomas H. Lamont, of 
New York, chairman of the Ameri- 
can relief committee. Similar re- 
gional committees are being or- 
ganized throughout the United 
States for the purpose of securing 
financial support for the effort now 
being made to save lives that will 
otherwise be snuffed out by starva- 
tion and pestilence. 

Some of the most prominent de- 
nominational leaders of the south 
have been asked to attend today's 
meeting. Among them are Dr. E. Y. 
Mullins, of the Southern Theologi- 
cal seminary, Louisville, Ky.; r. 
Egbert W. Smith, secretary of the 
mission board of the Southern Pres- 
byterian church; Dr. Carey E. Mor- 
gan, of the Vine Street Christian 
church, Nashville, Tenn.; Bishop W. 
A. Guerry, of Charleston, S. C., one 
of the foremost Episcopal divines; 
Bishop E. G. Richardson, of At- 
lanta, of the Methodist ‘Episcopal 
church; Dr. George R. Stuart, Bir- 
mingham, Ala., noted lecturer and 
pastor of the First Methodist 
church; Dr. W. W. Alexander, of 
Atlanta; Dr. L. E. McNair, pastor 
of the First Presbyterian church, 
of Jacksonville, Fla.; Bishop Theo- 
dore D. Bratton, of Jackson, Miss.;

Address by Brockman. 

Of particular interest at the meet- 
ing this morning will be the ad- 
dress of Fletcher S. Brockman, as- 
sociate general secretary of the in- 
ternational committee of the Y. M. 

A., who was for a number of 
years national secretary for the Y. 
M. C. A., in China. His knowledge 
of Chinese conditions, particularly 
in the region now stricken by fam- 
ine, is regarded as invaluable in 
the present effort to bring relief 
to the starving victims. Mr. Brock- 
man is a former resident of At- 
lanta and an uncle of E. Marvin 
Underwood, well-known lucal at- 
torney. 


Not long before Woodrow Wilson 
relinquished the presidency, he is- 
sued an appeal for the relief of the 
Chinese famine sufferers, having 
been apprized of the situation 
through consular reports. It was 
in response to this proclamation 
that the American committee for 
the China famine fund was organ- 
ized and systematic efforts made to 
oe aid to the famine-stricken re- 
gion. 

Almost the first official act of 
President Harding was to issue a 
similar proclamation calling atten- 
tion to the pitiful conditions pre- 
vailing in the five Chinese prov- 
inces and pointing out that mil- 
lions of deaths, would certainly oc- 
cur within the next few months 
unless American aid was forthcom- 
ing. The president said: 

Funds Inadequate. 


“I am informed that the Ameri- 
can committee and the church and 
other organizations co-operating 
with {t have already remitted sev- 
eral millions of dollars to the Amer- 
ican and international relief com- 
mittees in China and that already a 
great relief work has been ac- 
complished. Nevertheless my infor- 
mation is that the means thus far 
placed at the command of these or- 
ganizations are entirely inadequate 
to the task they confront. Since 
the beginning of the relief move- 
ment, a muc more accurate un- 
derstanding of the grave situation 
has been possible. 

“The department of state has 
from time to time made public in- 
formation received through its rep- 
resentatives in China as to the con- 
ditions prevailing there. Tha piec- 
ture of China’s distress is so tragic 
that I am moved, therefore. to re- 
new the appeal heretofore made and 
to express the hope that the Amer- 
ican people will continue to con- 
tribute to this humanitarian cause, 
as generously as they possibly can. 

“The cry for succor comes to us 
from a people far distant, but link- 
ed to us by tiles of friendly asso- 
ciation, confidence and good will. 
The Amerltcan nation has never 
failed to demonstrate its friendship 
for the people of China and that 
friendship has always been recipro- 
cated in a manner which I feel 
justifies the hope that in this hour 
of China’s great distress, our peo- 
Ple will do everything in their pow- 
er for its amelioration.’’

Half of Fund. 

“Taken with the pledge of $1,000,- 
000 by the New York Greater Tech 
committee,” said Mr. Willis, “to be 
raised in that city and the east, this 
means that half of the $5,000,000 
fund is pledged. The state-wide 
campaign, to begin April 20, thus 
has half the fund, or $2,500,000, for 
its objective. We know the state 
will not fail.” 

“Georgia accepts New York’s 
splendid challenge,” declared Victor 
Allen, state chairman.

LIVE STOCK EXCHANGE 
FILES |. C. C. PLAINT 


Charge Railroads With Fail- 
ure to Publish Suitable 
Tariff Rules. 


Washington, March 24.—Complaint 
against all Class 1 railroads oper- 
ating in eastern territory was filed 
with the interstate commerce com- 
mission today by the National Live 
Stock exchange and the Cleveland 
Provision company charging failure 
ef the roads to publish suitabie tar- 
iff rules and asking reparation of 
¢50,000 for alleged resulting exces- 
sive charges. Protection is asked 
for shippers who order “standard 
86-foot stock cars against payment 
of a higher minimum weight where 
longer cars are furnished for the 
convenience of carriers.” 

In a statement tonight Everett vc. 
Brown, president of the exchange, 
said this was the second formal 
complaint filed within two weeks 
by his organization “in its drive to 
get rates and regulations on a ba- 
sis that will accord to live stock 
producers more equitable rates on 
their shipments.” 

“We will ask™for reparation on 
every car on which the excess is be- 
ing collected,” he added. 


NO UNPAID BILLS 
DUE TO FRANCE 
FROM THIS NATION 


Washington, March 24.—(Special.) 
America Owes France nothing, ac- 
cording to Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Kelley gwhose search of 
the records discloses that the bal- 
ance sheet was marked off in 1891, 
when a@ final installment of  §$65,- 
000,000 was paid. No debt has been 
contracted with that nation since. 

This statement was made in re- 
ply to a recent article in Eclair, a 
Parisian newspaper, to the effect 
that the United States owed France 
$90,000,000 from the old Revolution- 
ary war debts. The claim has been 
made frequently and consequently 
treasury officials are familiar with 
the record. 

The Eclair article was the basis 
of a hot debate on Wednesday in 
the chamber of deputies when it 
was declared that the loan made by 
Louis XVI. to the American colonies, 
if compounded, would not only off- 
set what France borrowed from 
America during the European war, 
but would also pay France’s debt‘to 
England. 

France, records show, gave to 
the colonies during revolutionary 
days something like 10,000,000 livres, 
$2,000,000, to prosecute the struggle 
against England, France at that 
time being at war with England. 
This being a_ gift, was never re- 
paid. 


To Auction Aviation Fields. 


Fort Worth, Texas, March 24.— 
Barron field, the last of the three 
aviation fields established here by 
the British and American govern- 
ments during the world war, will 
be sold at auction by the govern- 
ment, it was announced here today. 
A number of the airplanes will be

Establishment of a 
market was practically assured 
Thursday whenthe bureau of munic- 
ipal research placed its approval 
on a site two blocks east of the 
Auditorium and accepted plans for 
the building submitted by Archi- 


test A. Ten Eyck Brown, who had 
been employed by the bureau to 
design the structure. 

The site for the proposed market 
is a tract fronting 205 feet on Edge- 
wood avenue, 100 feet on Butler 
street, 328 feet on Bonz street, and 
291 feet on Bell street. An offer 
to sell the property for $85,000 was 
accepted. 

The bureau, which consists of 
councilmen and citizens, propose to 
finance erection of the building on 
the same plan by which the city 
built the Auditorium. The plan will 
be to organize a corporation of pub- 
lic-spirited men and women to issue 
bonds, which will be retired in an- 
nual payments with funds from the 
city and county. 

Seek Public Funds. 

The $85,000 necessary to purchase 
the tract will be sought from city 
council and Fulton county. Colonel 
William L. Peel, who served as 
chairman of the committee which 
underwrote the erection of the 
Auditorium, expressed the opinion 
before the bureau that the land 
should be bought before an- effort 
is made to raise funds for the 
building. 

The building planned by, A. Ten 
Eyck Brown will be of reinforced 
concrete construction, absolutely 
fireproof, durable and sanitary. The 
plans call for 200 stalls, averaging 
10 by 15 feet. 

Wide Aisles. 

The stalls will front on wide 
aisles. In the basement will be 
located a heating plant, refrigerat- 
ing plant and garbage incinerator. 
Public comfort stations for both 
white and colored will be located 
in the building. 

Extending over the sidewalk will 
be a glass canopy under which 
fruit and green grocery vendors 
will have booths. It is also pro- 
posed to permit a curb market on 
all the streets fronted by the mar- 
ket with the exception of Edge 
wood avenue. 

The decision of the research bu- 
reau will be submitted to council 
by a subcommittee. 


TWO ARE KILLED 
AND MANY HURT 
IN WINDSTORM 


Nashville, Tenn., March 24.—Two 
persons were killed outright, one 
other fatally injured and ten se- 
riously injured in a cyclone which 
started at Berlin, a village ten 
miles west of Lewisburg, Tenn., be- 
tween 4 and 5 o’clock this after- 
noon, and swept northwestward 
across Marshall county for a dis- 
tance of fifteen miles. 

In the wake of the storm twelve 
residences and barns were »vlown 
away, many other residences were 
slightly damaged, much timber was 
destroyed and the railway station 
at Anes, on the Lewisburg branch of 
the Louisville and Nashville, was 
torn down. 

The dead are W. J. Lang and 
Clarence Reynolds, prominent farm- 
ers of the ich Creek community, 
in Marshall Bounty. 

Louis Hooper, of the same place, 
had a stick blown through his head. 

Ten freight cars’ were blown off 
the Louisville and Nashville track 
at Anes and it is understood that 
traffic on the Lewisburg branch 
will be blocked until midnight. 


JUSTICE OF PEACE 
REPORTED ARRESTED 


Scottsboro, Ala., March 21.—State 
law enforcement deputies, during a 
series of raids in Jackson county, 
just ended, report the arrest, on a 
charge of violating the prohibition 
laws, of George igdon, postmas- 
terand justice of the peace at Hig- 
don, Ala. 

Fifteen gallons of liquor hidden 
under a brush heap near the Hig- 
don residence, were discovered, ac- 
cording to the officers. During the 
raids two 65-gallon stills, a quanti- 
ty of moonshine and 1,000 gallons 
of beer are reported by the law en- 
forcers as having been captured.

120,000 GREEK TROOPS 
IN TURK OFFENSIVE 


Careful Preparations Made 
For New Drive Which 
Began Wednesday. 


Athens, March 24.—Greek troops 
numbering 120,000 are participat- 
ing in the Greek offensive against 
the Turkish nationalist forces in 
Asia Minor, it is reported here. 

The Turkish nationalists are be- 
lieved to have about 90,000 effec- 
tives in the field, but have smaller 
supplies upon which to draw. 

The most careful preparations} 
were made by the Greeks in con- 
nection with the offensive which 
beSan yesterday and it is antici- 
pated here that they will win im-; 
portant positions with their first 
drive. 

_. Apprehension is felt here that the 
advance of Greek forces east of the 
Smyrna hinterland will throw the 
Turks into the arms of the Rus- 
sian soviet government of Moscow. 

The objective of the offensive is 
the Bagdad railway, although Greek 
commanders have planned to reach 
the city of Eski-Shehr. It !s af- 
firmed that British, French and 
Italian armies in the near east will 
not participate in the campaign. 
General Selah Eddin Bey, com- 
mander of Turkish forces in Cili-

Artificial Prices, 
“We have seen the prices of com- 
modities artifica kept above their 
norma] level, and the high cost of 
living thereby continued,” he said. 
“We have séen the burden of taxa- 
tion steadily increasing by reason 
of governmental extravagance; have 
even seen the government usurping 
in many instances legitimately pri- 
vate enterprise; and, above all, 
have seen the industrial and social 
unrest prevalent among the masses 
of the people, chafing under the 
paring-knife of the profiteer and 
the lash of high taxes.” 
Stabilized Credits, 

Mr. Martin declared that one rem- 
edy to this condition would be a 
stabilization of credits. “There is 
no doubt,’ he said, “that we gust in 
future stabilize our credits by sub- 
jecting to close business scrutiny, 
which legitimate banking requires.” 

The speaker warned against the 
danger of overdrafts. “There is 
scant excuse for overdrawing,” he 
said, “and a firm policy will pre- 
vent this. 

“That ‘frozen’ credits have result- 
ed from the ‘poor banking policy of 
furnishing funds for permanent in- 
vestment in the customer's busi- 
ness,’’ was declared by Mr. Martin. 
He saidthat these loans, commonly 
called “capital” loans,-have not only 
tied up the banks’ money needed for 
the temporary use of borrowing cus- 
tomers, but have also contributed, 
in large measure, to the continuance 
of higher prices and general iving 
cost. He urged the bankers to dis- 
continue the policy of issuing such 
loans. 

Under-Production. 

“The world is behind on the pro- 
duction of everything,’ declared Mr. 
“Our products are in de- 
mand everywhere,” he continued, 
“and as soon as world conditions 
can stabilize themselves our surpius 
preducts will find their way by ex- 
port to the markets that await 
them.” He urged the encouragement 
of thrift, industry and frugal habits 
among the people. ’ 

Advertising Urged. 

Mr. Martin stated that the policy 
of wholesome publicity not only 
builds the individual bank, but 
popularizes among the people the 
banking method of doing business. 
He said that the promotion of such 
business methods encourage thrift 
and industry, and makes for good 
citizenship. | 

The cotton situation was discussed 
by Mr. Martin, who said that in 
the general course of deflation, cot- 
ton has suffered a slump approach- 
ing pre-war prices.

\. FOR GENERAL SLUMP 


Joel Hurt Declares High Dis- 
count Rate Retards Busi- 
ness Revival. 


Deflation ordered by the federal 
reserve bank is the cause of the dis- 
tress in business and among the 
‘farmers, according to a statement 
issued yesterday by Joel Hurt, pres- 
ident of the Continental Trus Com- 
pany of Georgia. Restoration of 
lines of rediscount eliminated by 
the board and a reduction of the 
high discount rate charged by fed- 
eral reserve banks to member banks, 
are the only means for bringing 
about a business revival, he de- 


clares. 

Supply and demand, and not arti- 
ficial deflation, is the remedy for 
price readjustment, Mr. Hurt em-! 
phasizes. hat it is usurpation for 
the federal reserve board to reduce 
wages or prices ay deflating cur- 
rency and commodity prices, is his 
belief. 

His statement in full follows: 

“Tt is claimed the United States is 
the richest country in the world.

Millions of 
such loans were made by the banks. 
Many of these loans were redis- 
counts with the federal reserve 
banks’of the system, and are being 
called or 7 per cent demanded. The 
war disrupted domestic business in 
many lines. After the armigtice, re- 
adjustments in domestic business 
followed. Profits resulted which 
brought large revenue to the gov- 
epnment in taxes. The price of la- 
bor. and values of commodities pro- 
duced by labor’ increased. The 
above was the logical result of 
conditions brought about by the 
war. While profiteering was seen 
in sOme instances, the mass of the 
people were enjoying a period of le- 
gitimate prosperity, for which they 
waited mrany years. The country 
needed prosperity to enable it to 
pay the war debt. 

Remedy Must Be Applied. 

“The movement recently inaugu- 
rated to establish a $100,000,000 
bank in New York city to promote 
foreign sales‘of the country’s sur- 
plus, would have met more generous 
response if deflation and destruc- 
tion of values had not occurred. 
Export of the country’s surplus did 
not require a deflation of the cur- 
rency and commodity prices. As 
prices were sustained by domestic 
market's export was not paramount. 
An over-supply of domestic produc- 
tion will find export at prices to 
meet foreign trade. 

“The remedy above suggested 
should be applied speedily. The 
federal reserve board should restore 
lines of rediscoOunts which have been 
eliminated.

TESTIMONY ASKED

Rail Workers Want Board 
Told Why Two Execu- 
tives Changed Views on 
National Agreements. 


Chicago, March 24.—Three rail- 
road presidents; members of the for- 
mer labor committee of the Asso- 
ciation of Railway Executives, will 
be summoned to testify before the 
railroad labor board if a request 


of the employees today is granted. 
Labor representatives asked for 
their appearance Monday, April 4, 
to testify concerning their attitude 
On national boards of adjustment. 

W. G. Besler, president of the 
Central of New Jersey; E. B. Loom- 
is, president of the Lehigh Valley, 
and H. E. Byram, president of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
are the executives named in the 
union’s request. All were mem- 
bers of the labor committee which 
took a divided stand on boards of 
adjustment. 

At previous hearings, testimony 
of other.executives showed that Mr. 
Besler and Mr. Loomis, who origi- 
nally voted for national boards, 
later joined the minority led by W. 
W. Atterbury, of the Pennsylvania, 
which declared for local boards. 
The minority report was later 
adopted by the member roads. 


Stuck to Majority. 


Mr. Byram remained a consistent 
member of the majority. Labor be- 
gan today its task of refuting the 
arguments of the carriers against 
national agreements. B. M. Jewell, 
president of the employees’ depart- 
ment of the American Federation 
of Labor, started in to dispose of 
approximately 1,000 printed pages 
of argument and the board ordered 
the hearings to run through Friday 
and Saturday, days usually reserved 
for executive sessions. 

Negotiating rules and working 
agreements on each individuaj rail- 
road as proposed by the railway 
executives, would cost the railroad 
workers more than $6,000,000 and 
require the services of more than 
5,000 men, it was stated before the 
railroad labor board today by B. 
M. Jewell, president of the railway 
employees’ department of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, in pre- 
setting the labor side of the con- 
troversy over national rules and 
agreements, 

“If the request of the conference 
committee of managers of the As- 
sociation of Railway Executives 
were granted,” said Mr. Jewell, “and 
the national agreement abrogated 
by decision of the board, remanding 
the subject matter of rules and 
working conditions to the respective 
railroads and committees of the em- 
ployees for conference on individual 
lines, the employees’ conference com- 
mittee on each railroad would nec- 
essarily be composed of at least one 
man from each craft at each point 
on the railroad, For the 107 roads 
listed, the figures show that the 
services of 5,158 committeemen 
would be required at a total daily 
expense of $65,760 and a total ex- 
pense for.ninety davs of $5,918,- 
442, besides additional expenses. 


Could Save Expense. 


‘“Much* of this enormous expense 
on both railroad management and 
railroad labor, together with the 
consumption of valuable time of the 
highly skilled and essential rail- 
road officials and railroad employ- 


ees, Should be eliminated by co-opera- 


tion between railroad management 
and the recognized railroad labor 
organizations through the creation 
of a conference committee authoriz- 
ed to represent on the one hand 
railroad management, and on the 
other railroad employees of their 
particular crafts.” 

He cited figures to show that 95 
per cent of the 455,776 railroad 
shop employees of class one carriers 
are members of their respective 
craft organizations, and declared 
that since 1912 when the railway 
employes’ department of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor was or- 
ganized, there has not been a single 
authorized strike of federated shop 
craft employees. 

“It is also significant that during 
this time,” Mr. Jewell said, ‘the 
greatest progress toward the attain- 
ment of just and reasonable wages 
and working conditions and uni- 
form rules applying alike to all 
railroads, was made, 

“As representing the fedérated 
shop crafts ployees, we hoid 
that an agreefhent applying ale 
to all railroads will be a great, 
if not the greatest factor, in as- 
Sisting to establish efficient and 
economical railroad operation. it 
will remove the costly labor turn- 
over, which always has existed to 
a greater or lesser extent and is 
due mostly to the fact that wages 
and conditions of employment on 
one railroad were more favorable 
than upon another railroad.’ 

To Classify Workers. 

Scteptific classifications of rail- 
road “employees will be taken up 
for the first time between Trepre- 
sentatives of the railroad labor 
board and of the interstate com- 
merce commission at a cont@rence 
in Washington on March 30, it’ was 
announced today by G. W. W. Han- 
ger, a member of the board. A sta- 
tistical stu@y of such classifications 
has just been completed and ap- 
proved by the labor board. ‘This 
study will form the basis of a unli- 
form classification to be made 
later by the commission. A force 
of experts has been engaged in 
compiling the classification data 
for the labor board for the last 
six months’ An attempt has been 
made to bring about a uniformity 
of designations for all occupations 
doing exactly the same work, Clas- 
sifications in existence have been 
criticised, it was said, because men 
of varying degrees of skill were 
placed in the same class and the 
Same occupations were designated 
by different names on different 
roads. 

Representatives of railroads and 
labor organizations will confer 
with the board and commission ex- 
perts at the Washington meeting 
to offer advice and amendments. 
When the classification schedule is 
complete, the interstate commerce 
commission is expected to adopt it, 
probalaly in condensed form, as its 
standard of issuing all ‘occupational 
statistics, particularly on occupa- 
tional earnings. 


Foreign Conditions 
Surveyed by Dreyer 
In Address Thursday 


A hopeful survey of Europe’s eco- 
nomic rehabilitation, with special 
reference to exports from this coun- 
ty, was made by Harold J. Dreyer, 
vice president of the Federal Inter- 
national] Banking Company of New 
Orleans, in an address Thursday 
night before the Atlanta chapter 
of the American Institute of Bank- 
ing, at the chamber of commerce. 

‘America can do business in Eu- 
rope,” he said, “if there is a suffi- 
ciently thorough investigation be- 
forehand. Europe’s mills are work- 
ing with a full force of skilled la- 
bor, and the purchasing power of 
the agricultural sections of Europe 
is rapidly increasing. Through pri- 
vate means of extending credit, 
such as the foreign exchange banks 
organized under the Edge bill, 
American raw material can be safe- 
ly sold abroad.” 3 

In a survey of the economic con- 
dition of each European nation, ne 
showed how normal! conditions are 
returning in all except Germany and 
Austria. Czecho-Slovakia,; he said, 
is probably the most stable of the 
countries set up after the war. and 
he said Belgium had “accomplished 
miracles in rehabilitation.” He 
characterized Germany as the key- 
stone of Europe's economic cond!i- 
tion, and asid that there “is no dis- 
position apparent on the part of the 
allies not to put Germany on her 
feet.” Austria, he said, consists of 
little more than the citv of Vienna,

Stillman Waited 
Fwo Years Before 
Digesting Letter 


Defense Claims Banker Hur- 
ried to Wife After Receiv- 
ing Mystery Epistle.

New York, March 
years ago, at about this time of the 
spring, Mrs. “Fifi” Potter Stillman, 
from her residence in the Pocanti- 
coe Hills, is said to have written 
to her husband the letter of mys- 
tery which, James A. Stillman’s 
lawyers claim, was a confession of 
fault, a hysterical plea for forgive- 
ness, and a searching indictment of 
her own character. 

But two years after the receipt 
of this alleged letter, it is claimed 
James A. Stillman and his wife were 
living together in harmony. And 
between March, 1918, when the 
mystery letter comes into the case, 
and March, 1920, when trouble ap- 
peared On the horizon, Stillman, in 
various communications with his 
wife had expressed his love for her, 
had written that above all else he 
would be happiest if she would 
“pring her own self” home to him, 
had shown in all the ways &emar- 
ried man can show, that he was 
still devoted to her. 

And that will be the defense of 
Mrs. Stillman in the suit which if 
Sullivan is victorious, will mean di- 
vorce for the wife and loss of name 
for her small son, G 

The defense, in the/Stillman case, 
as shown in every preparation to 
answer the bank president’s sensa- 
tiona] charges, will be based on 
what is termed pure common sense. 

“If,” it is argued, “the alleged 
letter Mrs. Stillman is said to have 
written accusing herself of miscon- 
duct and bringing in the name of 
the so-called Indian guide as one 
who was preferred above her hus- 
band, had been construed by ~ Mr. 
Stillman, would he, or would any 
husband, have waited two years be- 


fore discovering the purport of the 
aa and instituting action on 


It is moreover pointed out that 
the alleged letters of Fred Beau- 
vais, named as correspondent by 
Stillman, called openly “the Indian 
lover,” and referred to as “father 
of Guy Stillman,” may be open to 
misconstruction just as, the defense 
will claim, Mrs. Stillman’s hyster- 
ical letter of March, 1918, was mis- 
construed. 

“How could a man,” it is asked, 
“laboring under the belief that his 
wife was unfaithful and that her 
son was not his, maintain the 
friendly relationship that existed 
between man and wife, during 4ll 
that time?” 

It is hinted, too, that Stillmah’s 

rst action after the receipt of 
the mystery letter, was to run to 
his wife’s side. For the letter, and 
it is admitted that there is such 
a letter in existence, is viewed by 
the defense as the outburst of a 
heart-hungry woman, whose over- 
wrought nerves had brought her 
to the breaking point. 

Proof of charges that Guy Still- 
man is illegitimate and therefore 
entitled neither to the name nor 
to the $3,000,000 which would be his 
at the death of James Stillman, will 
be exceedingly difficult to obtain, 
in spite of the Stillman claims, ac- 
cording to those who have followed 
the legal battle. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Stillman’s 
preparations to make her “affirm- 
ative defense,” in other words, to 
seek to link the name of her hus- 
band so strongly with that of “Mrs.

of alimony and counsel fees to Mrs. 
Stillman, when he hands down his 
decision Monday. 

Mrs. Stillman’s attorneys have 
finally filed the formal affidavits 
which charge Stillman with illicit 
relations with “Mrs. Leeds,” and 
in effect declare that little 2-year- 
old “Jay Leeds” is his son.

boat has been ordered to sea to aid 
in the search. : 

With Chief Wilkinson in the miss- 
ing balloon are Vv. Eland, ma- 
chinists’ mate first-class and E. ly 
Kershaw, J. C. Elder and W. H. 
Tressry, United States marine corps, 
all student balloon pilots. 

The balloon left the naval sta- 
tion here at 5 o’clock on the evening 
of March 22 for an ali night flight. 
The prevailing winds at the time 
were southwesterly and the balloon 
drifted over western Florida in @ 
northeasterly direction. 

No message was received from 
the missing fliers until this morning 
when a pigeon which had been re- 
leased Wednesday night, reached 
its roost with a message that the 
balloon was about 20 miles at sea 
off Sst. Andrews Bay, Fla., and sug- 
gesting that boats be sent to the 
rescue. The message was somewhat 

scure. 
a officers at the air station 
tonight held out some hope that 
the balloon may have struck a 
northerly current of air when it 
drops to 100 feet altitude and thus 
have been carried over the land. 
The buoyancy of the balloon would 
increase as the altitude decreased, 
it was explained, and the pilot may 
have been able to keep his craft 
in ‘the air long enough to reach 
the land. 

But Few Towns. 

There are few towns along the 
coast in the vicinity of St. Andrews 
Bay and the balloonists may have 
landed in some remote region from 
which it would be impossible for 
them te communicate with the na- 
val station. The entire coast Is pro- 
tected by barren outer reef varying 
in width from a few yards to sev- 
eral miles and if the balloonists 
reached this reef they may have 
landed and would then be forced to 
walk perhaps forty or fifty miles 
before reaching a pass through 
which boats enter and -leave the 
inner waterways. In this case it 
might be days before they were 
able to make their presence known 
unless they were able to construct 
a raft of driftwood or fallen trees. 

The eagle boats and subchasers 
are searching all the passes in this 
reef from Apalachicola to Pensacola 
and in the morning the aircraft 
from the station here ,will renew 
their search, paying particular at- 
tention to the reefs. All merchants 
vessels in the gulf have been asked 
by wireless to aid in the search. 

Chief Wilkinson is both a free 
balloon and a dirigible pilot and 
served with distinction in France 
during the world. He has been in- 
structing in the lighter-than-air di- 
vision at the naval air station here 
since he returned from overseas and 
is rated as ‘one of the most com- 
petent men in the station. He is 
serving his second enlistment and 
is unmarried. The remaining four 
men are on their first enlistments.
